Knox’s mounted troops were 
engaged all day at Goddekoop and Willoughby, 
three miles north of the Bethulie-Smithfield 
road, with a force of the enemy apparently 
making for Odendal Drift, on the Orange River. | 
The Boers, who were accompanied by a large 
convoy, were headed off, and retired in a north- 
easterly direction, our troops keeping touch with 
them. We captured seven prisoners.” 

Reuter’s agent gave an interesting detailed 
account of the masterly chase of De Wet by 
Knox’s four columns, closing with the statement 
that, ‘‘ There is no doubt that De Wet has been 
thoroughly harried. His line of march is strewn 
with dead horses, and he has abandoned three 
carts. Natives report that his horses are hardly 
able to march. We counted 300 dead and dying 
between Smithfield road and the Orange River. 
De Wet is now in a most dangerous position.

The cable will run from Vancouver to Queensland and 
a Zealand, vii Fanning Island, Fiji, and Norfolk 
Land. The laying of the new Pacific cable will be the 
whine undertaking of the kind ever attempted. The 3500 
SNI stretch from Vancouver to Fanning Island will in 
If constitute a record in point-to-point cables. But the 
Breat depth of the Pacific Ocean renders the enterprise 
even more remarkable. It is true that the cable does not 
ry the area surveyed by the Challenger, where soundings 
Of five and a quarter miles were taken, but it crosses what is 
nown as the Tuscarora Deep, where the United States 
Surveyors found bottom at about 16,500 ft., and after thatit 
mal be carried through the Belknap Deep, wherethe sound- 
ngs average about 17,500 ft.

Peking Observatory Looted.—In scientific circles 
in small regret has been expressed at the looting by the 
llied forces of the celebrated Observatory at Peking. The 


Pillage was commenced by the Russians, who took away 
the silver spheres and the celestial globe, which is 7 ft. Gin. 
àn diameter. The French and the Germans quickly followed 
Suit, on the pretence that they were anxious to prevent the 
pu truments from further ruin. Our Illustration depicts the 
istoric Observatory, The instruments were certainly not 
Put in position yesterday, for the great globe and the sextant 
and armillary zodiacal sphere date back to 1279, in which 
year they were made by the astronomers of Khubla 
han, while others of these famous instruments were 
made by the Jesuit Father Verbiest in 1668. Peking boasts 
the o'dest. observatory in the world. It stands higher 
than the city wall, all the beautiful, if ancient, instruments 
Ing exposed to the elements, most of them being set-up 
©n a square terrace. This isof substantial brickwork, being 
about 40 ft. square and 70ft. high. There is but one 
imstrument which differs markedly from the rest in style, 
and also for the fine finish of its scales. This is an altitude 
and azimuth instrument, made in the forty-fourth year of 
ang Hsi, and its dissimilarity from the others may be 
accounted for by the fact that it is understood to have been 
a present to that Emperor from Louis XIV. of France. In 
recent years the Observatory has not been systematically 
used Before the hostilities children might often be seen 
gambolling about the time-honoured relics.

BY A FRESH HAND 


MONG all the different breeds of birds, one of the 
least known south of the Border is that described 
as a “large handy cuckoo Dorking without the fifth 
toe,” but they are rather longer in the leg than the 
Dorking, and square in the body. Yet the descrip- 

tion given is not very far from the truth, for the Scotch 
Grey partakes of the Dorking type more than that of any 
other. The cock weighs from 81b. to 9} 1b. when a year 
old, and the ben, as a rule, about 11b. less. The ground- 
work of the plumage is a beautiful blue-grey, with half- 
moons of metallic black on every feather. In both male 
and female the pencilling or marking should be equal all 
over, from the tiny feathers on the face to the sickles, 
though, of course, it is easier in this respect to say 
what is wanted than to obtain it. The Scotch Grey is 
a first-class ‘all-round fowl, and for that. reason very 
suitable indeed for all purposes. It is a good layer 
of large white eggs, well-flavoured—not, of course, rivalling 
any of the non-sitting varieties, but laying an average of 
over 100 eggs per annum, which is by no means à bad total 
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there are very few persons who could tell the difference 
between one and the other when on the table. 


Pears in Pots. 


Culture of pears in pots, as advised by the late Mr. 
Rivers, is very simple, for trees on quince stocks that have 
been root-pruned may 
bə potted at any time 
in the autumn, or even 
as late as February, 
and yet give a crop 
the first season after 
potting. As they set 
their fruit very thickly 
they must be -severely 
thinned thefirst season, 
and eight or nine pears 
ought to’ be the maxi- 
mum of the crop. In 
two or. three years a 
well-managed tree will 
De able to give from 
eighteen to two dozen 
finely grown fruit. In 
the North this method 
of culture will be 
found both eligible and 
interesting ; for ‘glass 
without fire-heat will 
give just the climate 
suitable to the finer 
sorts of pears. Mr. 
Rivers urged that 
choice pers might be 
cultivated as follows at 
a large « rotit. A rough 
but strongly built span- 
roofed house, 100 ft. 
long and 24 ft. wide, 
with boards for its 
sides and ends, and its 
roof only of glass, 
could be built for a 
small sum. A house 
of these dimensions 
would hold at least 
from seven hundred to 
eight hundred trees, in 
13-in. and 15-in. pots, during the winter and spring months, 
till the first week in June, when their fruit would be set 
and safe from injury by the spring frosts. They might 
then be taken out, the pots plunged in some sheltered, 
sunny situation, and fruit suffered to ripen in the open air. 
By the end of October the trées should be top-dressed and 
returned to the house for the winter. The enormous 
quantity of pears that could thus be produced—for each 
tree in a year or two would give from three to four 
dozen —with the certainty of a crop, would be a source of 
great profit to a market-gardener. 


A Potato-Digger.
